You appear to deny, in your editorial of Monday
ovening, thas the legal statue or the Inte Robal States
tas en aetermined o ay Irtoverible manuer by
the Supreme Uourt ol the Unitod Statos. 11 this be
s0, pray Interprel the meanine ol 1he following ex-
tract from the opinlon of Judge Nolson, in the eise
of the Cironsaian, to be found in 2 Wallaoe, 158 :1—

“Tho eaplure of e por? and town or New Oplsane
wis but the restoration of the sunelent possession,
authonty and laws of the c¢ountry, the continnance
and permanency of which, so far as the right i in-
volyed, deprnd not o0 coligueasl, NOr ou _t hie sUosHas
and viclssitudes of armies, bt wpon the Constitution
af the Unitedl States, which extenda over eviry pors
tion of the Tudon, and in the gupremo oo of §hr
land, The moment the capture took place, and the
alithority of the United States was entablighed, the
nunicipind foron of that Goperament fopk the ;rl,‘:h." of
the ingerngtional laws wpon which the bloekads
reated.”

W hat, alro, was the meaning of President Lineoln,
if your theory be correct, in his prociamation ol
Seplember 22, 1867, when Le declared:—

Wihat hereafter, o heretofire, the war will be
progecited ror the olygect of practically restoriig e
constitutional relation befiveen the f'.-'ll-'r d Sites
and each of the States and the people hereof m
swhich Statez that relation is or may by sugpindsd
or disturbed,

o [

fhe question between conguest and the Conatitu-
tion has been settied during the war by all the de-
partmonts of the Government in favor of thv Con-
stitution. The ordinauces of secession wore not
valid in the Judgment of the Fedoral Ruthorities;
the constitutional bond of union between tho Siates
was not repenled; its eftect was susponded moerely
by civil war. When, therefore, the civil war was
endud, its practical force was again nnited with it
right of supremaoy. Tho objeet of the war bl
been accomyplished, and the Btateg were restored to
their pational relations. Any other determina.

tion will only introduce ‘confusion worse
confounded” — and  the Hepubitoan  party,
in attompting to muintain  any olher, will

be ground to powder under the pressure of the
upper and netber miil-stones of & remorsnloss logie.
The Sapreme Court, by the Constitution, can glong
hear “suits botween aitizens of tho diffirent States, *
but not belwoeen eitizons of the Torritories, It has
Leard at the present term and decided sults betwoon
the citizens of Stated lately In rebollion. If this is
not a judicial recognition of their statns gs States by

accomplishment of this end the national mind
iy fixed. The Supreme Court may delay the
work, but cannot defeat it. HSo surely as the
conscience of the nation refused to be bound
by the infamous Dred Scott decision, 8o surely
will it now refuse to be bound by any deii-
#lon attempting to obstruct the filnal, fu'l,
and unquestioned triumph of Kepublican
principles in this Government,

A Light Out of Fgypt.

Tur South, it would seem, is gradually

awnkening to the fact that the extension to
the intelligent black of the right of suilrags
is 0 necessity, which, while they may delay
its operation, they canvot ultimately postpone.
The Old North State, in a recent article on
the subject, gives promise of future enlight-
ened action in the late Rebel Commonwealths,
It says:i—

“Ihen, B they must remnin gmong us, does
not every principle of Uhristianity —evory prin
ciple of sonno mornlity —every consideration ot

vomeste and general policy, reqoire that we
should do the best with them and for them tua!
wocant Sbhould not every attontion bBe puaid

to their mental, moral, and religions culture *
Sbould we not hold out {0 them every indoee-
ment W hecome usclnl members of sovlety !
Should we not by all menus mwake them owr
iriends by convineing them that we are thedr
iriende ¥ Surely no right thioking man will
atiempt 1o answer these question I the neea-
tive.

“How, then, shall this e done 2 This 1= the
most perplesing question yet presented, and
one whiteh it requires some nerve in the presont
state of public opinlon to answer. Bul we are
Lnppy to know that public sentiment 12 rapidly
mndergolng o cbange., Thoughviul men are
hegioning 10 see the lmpossibility of keepiing
miong us and governing n population ol tour
millinne: of buman velngs without making them
our iriends—withont making them the Iriends
ol the Government—which cannot be done with-
onl giving them an interest in the control of it.
This vau only be done salcly by investing such
of them ns may be eapable of exerclsing it

The question of the status of the late Rebel
States presents itselt to our mind m the fol-
lowing form:—Are the State Goovernments,
now in existence within the limits of those
States, coustitational governments? And
this is a question which we very much doubt
the capacity of the Supreme Court to pass
upon, When a Stale, by rebellion and
attempted revolution, has “interrapted,” “sus-
penned,” or “*destroyed” its constitutional rela-
tions to the nation,ns a participant in the
government thereof, we do nof think it ean
resume these relations except by the consent
of the nation, legaily expressed {hrough its
Representatives in Congress assembled.  We
do not think it can be restored of its own
motion, or by a decision of the Supreme
Court, or by the flat of the Executive, There
are no precedents to guide us, ‘L'he guestion
is a new one, and must be settled by the best
lights we can obtain., The doctrine that a
State may discard all its constltutional obli-
gations, conlederate with other Rebel Statos,
wage war against the nation for years, and
then, by the mere fuct of its being overcome,
thoroughly wlipped, and subjugatad, be enti-
tled, of right and without conditions, to
resume its old politieal power in the Govern-
ment it has attempted to destroy, is to us
such a doctrine ol misrule most abhorrent
and absurd—ihe very essence of anarchy—
that we certainly shall not believe the Su-
preme Court of the United States holds it
until compelled to do so by an “absolute
decision™ upon a “case stated.”

The present Stale Governments of the late
Rebel States are the ereation of the Execu-
tive, gotten up by him to supply the place of
the old State Governments, which he foreibly
overthrew. So far as Justice Nelson’s argu-
ment goes, it bears very strongly against the
.egality of these Executive State Govern-
meuts, and In favor of the legality of their
overthrown predecessors.  Conservative logle
in regard to the effect of the Rebellion upon
State status leads to the same conclusion,
Indeed, neicker upon the conservative theory
nor upon the radical theory can the legality
of Mr, Johnson's State Governments be de-
fended.

So far as Mr. Lincoln's declarations quoted
by our correspondent are concerned, we
sccept them in their fullest significance,
The war was waged to establish constito-
tional relations between the revolted States
and the United States. That is what the
Republican party is trying to accomplish,
and would have accomplished long ere this
had pot the unconstitutional interference of
the President, in attempting to create State

Governments and give them a standing in the
Union, blocked up, the way and prevented the
Consummation of the work.

Theylotally misapprehend the spirit of the
great Union organization who suppose that it
would Permanenily exclude the late Rebel
States from participation in the Government.
Such s not s purpose, But it does intend,

n restoring these States to power in the
Uunion, that the work shall pe done in such &
way and upon such a basls as will secure the

izhta of all classes of citizens st the South,
and will effectually gaard the country sgainst
the perils ol future rebellions anyd rgyvolutions
by w, destroying thous anti
faatures of gociely and out of
which they lnevitably grow, Upon the

inteiligently with the rlebt of sutdrage,
“Lét us confer the right of sutfenge, properly
cunrded—that s, with proper gualiicutions—

| upon the African race in our midst, or offer 1o
| do so, and It will go turther to effest a coangs

of opwnion in our favor at the North, which the
representatives of the Northern people in Con-
gre=s= could not resmist, than sanything else we
could do. President Johuson clearly suw thia:
henee, as the troe feiend ot the Southern people,
he wrote his letter to Judge Sharkey, urging the
Misslssipjd Convention to grant tnem impartial
suffrage, Sobsequent events have demonstratod
the wisdom ot such a course, and it s much to
be fenred that the Sonthern people will yet have
teason to regrel thar they did not follow hus
wdvice,

“In presenting these view s, we have not becn
influenced solely by the emoerganey of the times,
s the reader must hnve peroeived,. We have not
been goveriiod solels by conslderations ot
polloy, Weare prepared (o defend ol Propo-
sitions upon principie. We have for some tine

the entrance, and the time for carryine their
nelarions designs to o consummation, exhibit a
great deal of kill and esleulation. The en-
rrunee wis made on the firet floor, and from
appearnanees 1t would seem' that the gonids here
stored were examined, and left in search of

| more valuable booty,

Un the fourth floor they found something
worthy of their attention in the shape of a
number of cnses of black silk warked A, T.
Stewnrt & Co. These were broken open and the
contents abstracted, The silk, to the value of
over $11,000,was taken from the warebhouse, but
owing to some unaccountable clreamstapes the
thieves were disturbed in their work, and suc-
ceeded lo carrying away only $3500, leuving the
remainder as discovered by the officer, Every-
thing, both In the constraction of the building
and the locality, tavored the burgines In their
work. As yet no clue hns been obtalned that
muy lead to their discovery.— N, ¥, Herald,
